NO OATH OF SECRECY.

Be- 
cause Communism has become associated 
with irreligion, the Imperialists know the 
value in Ireland of the Imperialist label. 
It is tagged on to-day to any individual or 
to any organisation refusing to accept 
Kritish rule, or revolting against economic 
and social order.

All, 
except those who gain by tobbery and by 
sweating the very Totes of the people; ex- 
cept those whose consciences can feel easy 
in the face of hunger, misery and spiritual 
demoralisation. | :

This statement, was made by Mr. Thomas 
O'Donnell, 8.C., at a meeting of the Stand- 
ing Committee oí the United Farmers' Pro- 
‘tection Association in Wynn's Hotel, Dublin, 
oh Saturday last. 

Mr. O'Donnell, who presided, said that 
England, because of Mr. Cosgrave’s Currency 
Act of 1927, had had control of the credit 
and currency of this country, and the 
outraged e had had to tolerate that 
stranglehold on their natural and rightful 
economic liberty. The cotitrol of money by 
the nation was one of the most important 
essentials in the construction of prosperity 
within the nation. The Bank of England at 
be controlled the money of the Free 
tate, and, therefore, Britain was in a more 
powerful position to-day to determine the 
country’s rity or hair poverty than she 
was while y were directly under het 

litical control. Through that foreign 
nancial grip they were being strangled and 
ruined at present. 

What, he asked, had created and continued 
their slums? Why were the farmers who 
produced beef and mutton unable to eat any 
themselves? Why were they in daily dread 
of writs and seizures by the banks’ Why 
had they difficulty in paying rates and 
annuities? Why were men idle? The answer 
to all these questions, said Mr. O'Donnell, 
was the Bank of England had control of their 
national credit and currency. 

Referring to the Economic Conference, Mr. 
O'Donnell congratulated Senator Connolly on 
his able and courageous attack on the existing 
anti-Christian money system, which had 
created poverty, misery, wars and revolutions, 
and, if continued, would mean the inevitable 
destruction of the present civilisation. He 
added that the question would be discussed 
at their convention on the 29th and 50th inst. 


THE A.C.A. 


A resolution ‘was passed tendering 
sincerest thanks to Senator Connolly for “ his 
lucid and masterly attack on the present 
world monetary system,” and his advocacy 
of a new system of banking control which 
“would make the superabundant world 
wealth, and the wealth of our own nation in 
particular, available for the masses, abolish 
poverty and slums, and the unrest which they 
create, and thus destroy the root cause oÍ 
Communism.”’ | 
A second resolution was passed noting with 
regret “recent developments in the prosecu- 
tioa of Britain’s economic war against our 
farmers, and, in particular, the action olf 
some of our Irish banks in cutting off supplies 
of credit from local traders who have been 
accommodating our farmers, whilst forcing 
wholesale houses not only to discontinue 
credit to those traders, but to further harass 
them by calling in, under threat of legal 
proceedings, ali outstanding acccunts.”’ 
The Association pledged support and protec 
tion to all sueh victimised traders. 
A third resolution was to the effect that, 
“whilst Britain is engaged in her economic 
war against our farmers, the most stringent 
measures should be taken against newspapers 
and associations which assist her, and that 
the time has come to exclude all British news 
papers from the Free State, and that a 
yensorship Board be set up, with full powers 
to deal with Irish papers assisting Britain ir 
her war against our people; that we direct the 
special attention of our Government to the 
A.C.A. organisation, which, we have reasor 
to believe, is finariced from English banking 
sources. It is a danger and menace to the 
peace of the community, and.calls for imme 
diate and stringent action by the Govern: 
mert.”” | 

The fourth, and final, resolution was 
“that we farmers, recognising that the 
pas banking system, and, more particu 
arly, the control by the Bank of England 
over our credit and currency, is wholly 
responsible for the present international and 
ruinous depression im agriculture and 
industry, convey to our Government our 
unanimous and enthusiastic support in any 
attempt they may make to secure nationa! 
control of our own credit and banking 
system.”

The Sacrament itself was immediately pre-

A military guard of honour, with drawn 
swords, accompanied the canopy, imme- 
diately behind which walked the Lord 
Mayor (Alderman 8. French) in his 
robes and chain of office, accompanied by 
by two mace-bearers. Then followed the 
members of . Cork Corporation, in their 
robes, together with public officials. A 
detachment of 200 military, fully equipped, 
followed, under the direction of Colonel 
McCabe, 0.C., Cork Barracks, and a stron 
seas fhan Civic Guards, under the comman 
of Inspector Dowd, brought up the rear. 
As the Sacrament was borne through 
the streets the thousands: lining the route 
fell on their knees. 
The head of the procession reached the 
Grand Parade soon after 4 p.m., but it was 
nearly an hour later when the Bishop 
ascended the altar. As Benediction was 
imparted a great hush descended over the 
multitude, broken only by the clear notes 
of the trampets as the military gave the 
salute. : 
The singing of the massed choirs, under 
the direction of Herr Fleischmann, was 
another impressive feature.

O'Toole, C.C., directed the at of the 
hymns by the congregation, while the Very 
Rev. J. Canon Scannell, D.D., President, 
Farrenferris; the Rev. R. J. Barret, C.C., 
Cathedral; and the Rev. J. O’Mahony, C.C., 
do., acted as masters of ceremonies. 
The ceremonies over, the procession. re- 
turned with the Sacrament to the Cathedral, 
and the multitude slowly dispersed. 


AT LIMERICK.

SUCCESSFUL TRIALS, 


The engine has already completed more 
than 180 hours’ running, of which fifteen 
hours have been spent in the air driving the 
airsevew of a Westland ' Wapiti”’ biplane. 
The flying trials hav» included a chmb to 
16,000 feet—no mean achievement with a 
novel and experimental power unit. Its normal 
power is k.p., developed with the crank- 
shaft turning at 1,900 revolutions a minute; 
full er of 380 h.p. is available for take- 
off. "The mixture of air and heavy oil spray 
in the cylinders is ignited by compression, 
rising nearly to a thousand pounds to the 

uare inch; the compression ratio is no 
less than 14 to 1, as against the 5 or 6 to 1 
which is normally employed in petrol-burn-

it is in weight reduction—the chief 
tanilion block of the designer of heavy. oil 
engines suitable for aeroplanes and lessened 
fuel consumption that the ‘ Phoenix” 
engine is especially notable. The complete 
engine weighs 980 pounds, which means that 
every horse-power is produced by a fraction 
over 24 pounds of engine—a remarkable ad- 
vance, indeed, from the weight ratio ob- 
tained in some earlier heavy oil engines. 
Fuel is consumed at the rate of two-fifths 
of a pound of heavy oil per horse-power 
hour; the corresponding figure for a petrol 
engine in normal cruising varies roughly 
between half and three-fifths of a pound. It 
is here that the heavy oil, or ‘‘ compression- 
ignition ” offers its most marked advantages. 
Clearly, if one engine consumes less weight 
of fuel t'an another, it is capable of flying 
longer distancés on the same fuel load, or 
of flying equal distances more economically. 

‘he water-cooled contemporary of the 
‘Phoenix ” is also an outstanding achieve- 
ment. Developed by experts of the Royal 
Aircraft Establishment from the Rolls-Royce 
650 h.p. “Condor”. petrol-burning engine, it 
Is more powerful than the air-cocled motor, 
producing maximum power of 500 h.p. for 
take-off and normal power of 480 h.p. It 
weighs 1,515 pounds, which may be compared 
with the 1,395 pounds of the petrol-burning 
“Condor,” and is, therefore, rather heavier 
in relation to power output than the 
‘““ Pheenix.”” Last autumn the compression- 
a “Condor” passed successfully 
through the Air Ministry civil type test of 
fifty hours’ running; it was the first heavy 
oil aeroplane engine to do so. Since then it 
has clone a considerable amount of flying in 
the Hawker “ Horsley’’ biplane, in which it 
will be installed at the Display. 


SPECTACULAR ‘“ LOOPING.” 


Squadron formation flying of a kind still 
more beautiful and effective than has been. 
seen im previous years will provide one of the 
“high points’’ of the Royal Air Force Dis- 
play. New features include looping by inter- 
ceptor fighters in squadron formation, with all 
nine aeroplanes joined together by shock- 
absorber cords, and slow rolling of flights ot 
three machines similarly heed ' together. 
Aerobatic evolutions by a squadron tied to- 
gether have never previously been demons- 
trated in public, though flights of .three have 
performed some of the simpler mancuvres 
when joined, i 

At a final rehearsal the squadron of Hawker 
“Fury "’ interceptor single-seater biplanes 
took off with connecting cords in place, 
climbed in a series of steep turns to a height 
of 3,000 feet, and looped together in such 
tight formation that the cords streamed out 
loosely between them. At the end of the 
loop the flights separated, breaking the 
cords holding the squadron together, but 
still joined in flight units. The outer flights 
swerved away while the leading flight made 
a second loop. Then the flights resumed 


which brought experienced pilotg to their 
feet in astonishment and admiration. 

Still tied together, each flight made a 
complete slow roll, with the aeroplanes turn- 
ing horizontally about their longitudinal 
axes, as though they consisted of but a single 
machine. ~- Skill of the highest order was 
called into play. The leading machine of 
each flight rolled with extraordinary slow- 
ness, demonstrating the marvellous aero- 
dynainical qualities and wide speed range of 
the aircraft, while the flank machines fol- 
lowed the path of a kind of skid combined 
with the roll. Perfect formation was pre- 
served, and at the end not a single connecting 
cord was broken.

advantage of twopence per |b. in the 

Government subsidy, as compared with 
factory butter, the output of home dairy 
butter has .substantially decreased. Kvery 
farmer with ; available in non- 
creamery districts, in County Cork, for 
imstance, is sending milk to a creamery, 
instead of inaking butter in his own dairy, as 
heretofore. ‘This procedure is regarded by 
many engaged in the industry as a distinct 
ioss to the entire agricultural community. 
Traders in farmers’ butter, naturally, contend 
that there is plenty of room for-the creamery 
and home-made product, and that both should 
have an equal share of whatever subsidy may 
be available. How the situation will be 
adjusted when conditions become normal it is 
difficult to foresee. : 


BIG DROP IN EGG YIELDS. — 
With regard to eggs, supplies are falling 
off at a much greater rate than usual at this 


time of year, owing to the low 
prices prevailing and to the fact 
that many birds are being killed. 


One of the largest egg dealers in Cork in- 
formed me that at present his supplies are 
BC per cent. below normal as compared with 
30 per cent. last year. He attributes this to 
the fact that there is a subsidy on the export 
oí old fowl. which is helping to reduce the 
namber of hens in the country, and also to 
the fact that birds are being killed by far- 
mers who cannot afford to keep them at the 

resent price of s. 
- Both the egg pe butter trade are affected 
by world conditions, and subsidies have been 
introduced with a view to helping producers, 
but the tendency is for farmers to abandon 
production. - . 

A big defect in the egg trade is the old- 
time system of buying, under which the eggs 
ere collected by pi ers, or exchanged fór 
other goods at the nearest village. If farmers 
could be induced to bring their eggs-to a 
central market once a week, where buyers 
would have to compete against one another, 
the industry might be placed on a sounder 
commercial basis to the advantage of the 
farmer and the benefit of the public alike.

PROGRESS OF THE TOWN. 

The members of the Association were later 
the guests of the Portrush Urban Council at 
luncheon in the Northern Counties Hotel. 

The Chairman of the Council, Mr. Knox, 
who presided, paid a tribute to the work of 
the Ulster Tourist Association. In Ulster, he 
said, they had unrivalled scenery, but there 
was still a necessity for educating the people 
in Great Britain that there were no Customs 
barriers or other restrictions and unnecessary 
formalities to be complied with when they 
were visiting Northern Ireland. 

Mr. Robert Baillie, in submitting the toast 
of the “ Portrush Urban Council,” said that 
Portrush was a progressive and growing holi- 
day resort. The Urban amal had spent 
£7 000 on its recreation ground, which was a 
great credit to the town and a growing source 
of revenue. A sum of £35,000 was spent upon 
electricity supply works, £4,500 by os the pro- 
menade and new children’s paddling pond, 
while an adequate water supply and sewage 
scheme had been provided at a cost of £6, 
and £5,000 respectively.

WAGES OF FREE 
STATE SEAMEN. 


NO REDUCTION 
PROPOSED. 


' UNION OFFICIAL’S 
- STATEMENT. 


| Mr. Bennett, Secretary of the National 
Union of Seamen in Dublin, told an Trish 
Times reporter that there has been no reducs 
tion im wages of sailors and firemen; as 
alleged in the recent statement issued by the 
men. 

The matter had not even been discussed, 
he said, since January, 1932, Neither was 
there word of any reduction in the wages 
of deck and stokehold hands at preset. 

Mr. Bennett described as equally incorrect 
the statement that the men would work 
100 to 120 hours per week for £2 15s., as 
under the proposed new agreement the wayes 
of the men, fixed by the National Maritime 
Board, are £2 16s. per week, and the most 
time that a man can work in a sailor’s week 
of seven days is 63 hours—or nine hours 
per day. If they worked 120 hours per week, 
it would be equal to 57 hours overtime under 
|} the new agreement. 

'“ is untrue to say that the men were 
not consulted,’’ added Mr. Bennett, ‘‘as I 
addressed two meetings on the subject. It is 
also wrong to say that the union has made 
no fight on the men’s behalf, as no fewer 
than 17 meetings were held within the last 
nine months with the shipewners on this 
| special question. 

ee. men in the first instance refused to 
consider giving the ewners any relief what- 
ever on this special agreement, and their 
decision was submitted to the Executive Com- 
mittee of the union, who gave the matter 
careful consideration. ‘lhe Executive Com- 
mittee decided that the time was not oppor- 
tune to consider strike action, and instructed 
the Negotiating Committee to carry on and 
make the best agreement possible on behalf 
of the men. Hence the present agreement 
was submitted to the men, who again refused 
to accept it.” 


WHAT MAY HAPPEN, 


When asked what would happen when the 
new agreement comes into operation at the 
beginning of July, Mr. Bennett said that 
probably the men who objected to it would 
take unofficial action and cease work. He 
expressed the opinion that the circular which 
stated that there was to be a reduction of 
50s. i month as from órd July next was 
issued, not by the men concerned, but by 
some outside body for ulterior motives. 

Somewhat less than 500 deck and stoke- 
hold hands distributed over the various Irish 
ports would be affected by any strike action 
that might take place, including’ Dublin, 
Belfast, Cork, Waterford, Dundalk, Drogheda 
and Derry.

T HE Sabbath calm of the World Conference was disturbed yester- 

day by the remarkable announcement, on the part of the 
United States delegation that the report that the 10 per cent. 
tariff cut proposal had been advanced in their name—which was en- 
gaging the serious attention of other delegations during the week-

Other delegations, who had been considering the 10 per cent. 
cut as a dehnite proposal, were disconcerted at this turn of events. 


United States delegation officials explained yesterday that it was 
only a suggestion offered by the American tariff experts, and that 
such a tariff cut was not expected to figure on the ofhcial programme. 


Earlier in the afternoon Reuter had been informed in German 
circles that the German delegation was considering the 10 per cent. 
proposal ~ ‘in the earnest spirit which the suggestion deserved, but 
had not yet come to conclusions about it; and the President of the 


Economic Commission, Dr. 


Colijn, was counting on it to form the 


first definite proposal before his Commission. 


“ AN IDEALISTIC CONCEPTION.”

Although this revelation caused surprise, 
it did not arouse concern in Conference 
circles, since critics had not been found 
wanting from the time the proposal was 
known, who ridiculed it as an. idealistic 
conception, impossible of application. 

It was pointed out that, supposing one 
had a 40 per cent. tariff being considered 
side by ne al with a 10 per cent. tariff, an 
all-round cut of 10 per cent. would make 
little or no difference in the first case, but 
would render the second tariff null and 
void. 

A 10 per cent. cut in cases such as the 
above would be a mockery. of equality, it 
was added. 


A SECOND RED HERRING, 


In circles already critical of the progress 
achieved by the Conference it -was felt 
last night that the 10 per cent. tariff cut 
constitutes the second red herring to be 
drawn across the Conference’s path, the 
first being Herr Hugenberg’s memorandum 
t» Dr, Colijn demanding the grant of * 
‘Colonial Empire in Africa” to Ger 
many, which was followed by Herr Hugen- 
herg’s immediate return to Berlin, and the 
announcement that the memorandum con- 
formed in no way with the views of the 
German delegation, but presumably ‘was 
an expression of Herr Hugenberg’s per- 
sonal views, 

In this case M. Litvinoff leapt to the 
attack with the remark that possibly the 
memorandum was intended to ‘introduce 
2 comic element into the heavy atmosphere 
at the Conference.” Unfortunately, the

seriously, and was the subject of de- 
liberation by other delegates, which now 
apparently is likely to be fruitless: 


HOPEFUL SIGN. 


Mr. Harrison, Governor of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of. New York, left London 
vesterday morning on his return to 
America, and in some quarters this de- 
parture was interpreted as a hopeful sign, 
indicative of good progress towards 
currency : stabilisation in the talks be- 


tween British, American and French 
experts.

Dr. Colijn, Prime Minister of Holland 
and President of the Economic Commis- 
sion, which meets again to-day, gave an 
interview to Reuter yesterday afternoon. 

Asked for his views regarding the 
stabilisation of currencies as a necessary 
preliminary before his Commission could 
achieve useful work, Dr. Colijn declared: 
‘‘ It is of the utinost importance that the 
pound and the dollar should be stabilised. 

‘ Final stabilisation at the present time 
does not seem likely, however, and should 
stabilisation come now it will probably be 
provisional.’’

It notes that the 
French Government has failed to 
meet, in whole or in part, the instal- 
ment due on the existing debt agree- 
ment between the French Government 
and the Government of the United 
States.

The 
country was now living on its capital. 
Farmers and shopkeepers were existing on 
their patrimony, and when the savings 
accumulated by “their parents and by 
themselves were exhausted bankruptcy 
started them in the face. National bank- 
ruptcy would inevitably follow. 

Mr. de Valera repeatedly stated that 
this country was capable of supporting 
17,000,000 people, but, as things were at 
present, they were finding it increasingly 
dificult to support a population of under 
4,000,000 persons except in conditions 
which bordered on those obtaining in 1841. 


“SHEER HUMBUG,” 


Dealing with the economic war, Mr. 
Fitzgerald said that a settlement was 

ossible without any loss of national 
badh or of the dignity of the Govern- 
ment. British Ministers had frequently 
stated that no question of mere money stood 
in the way ef an honourable settlement. 
The question of legal right to retain the 
moneys in dispute was sheer humbug, and 
even the Fianna Fail Ministers appreciated 
that. The continuance of the dispute was 
due solely to the Ministers’ desire to save 
their faces. : 

Fianna Fail had increased taxation 
during their first year of office by 
£7,000,000 and this year by £6,000,000. 
The money they had retained amounted to 
£9,000,000, so that they had over 
£20,000,000 more at their disposal than 
their predecessors. A Government success 
was in large measure determined by the 
amount of money available for disposal, 
but the success attending the Fianna Fail 
could be gauged by the fact that the 
majority of the people to-day were living 
on next to nothing, notwithstanding the 
fact that the world crisis about which they 
heard so much was growing less every day. 
They had been told that their liberty 
was circumscribed under the Treaty. “ The 
Government are now in power eighteen 
months, and have in their possession the 
full -files of our ten years’ administra- 
tion,” said Mr. Fitzgerald, “I challenge 
any Minister to say that any foreign 
Power has ever—even in the most minute 
detail—interfered in the internal adminis- 
tration ofthis country.” ie bes

The Government of India announce 
that the Indian trans-Continental Air- 
ways, Ltd., in conjunction with Imperial 
Airways, Ltd., will establish a weekly air 
mail service between Karachi and Calcutta, 
a distance of over 1,300 miles across the 
Continent, calling at Jodhpur, Delhi, 
Allahabad and Asansol. 

The first flight eastward will take place 
from Karachi on Friday, July 7th, reach- 
ing Calcutta on the following day. For 
the reverse service the first aeroplane wil! 
leave Calcutta on July 11th with articles 
from Burma for the countries westward 
of Karachi, They will be conveyed by 
the Dutch or French air service to 
Calcutta, and be eligible for further trans- 
mission by air by the trans-Indian air 
service, ' 

Similarly, articles posted in India for 
countries in the East may be conveyed b* 
the Karachi-Calcutta air service for re- 
transmission by the Dutch and French air

The inauguration of the Karachi- 
Calcutta air service is an important link 
in the new imperial air route being 
organised between Great Britain and 
Australia. An aeroplane will leave

PRINCE NICHOLAS 
DISQUALIFIED. 


From Revrer’s CoRRESPONDENT, 
LE MANS, Sunday. 


A BRITISH Riley car, driven by Mr. 
K. 8. Peacock and A. Van der Becke, 
scored top marks for the best performance 
in the 24-hour Le Mans Grand Prix here 
to-day. This Riley car obtained 1,444 
marks, and finished fourth in the general 
classification. . 

The race was a triumph for Alfa-Romeos. 
Nuvolari, the famous Italian, and Sommer, 
who was in the winning car last year, were 
the victors in both the Grand Prix 
D’Endurance and the Rudge Whitworth 
Cup. Alfa Romeo cars also finished second 
and third in the Grand Prix. In the third 
Alfa-Romeo were the English drivers, the 
Hon. Brian Lewis and T. Rose-Richards, 
so that, with British drivers finishing 
third and a Riley, and an Aston Martin, 
an M.G. and another Aston Martin taking 
fourth, fifth, sixth and seventh places 
respectively, Britain may be considered to 
have put up a good showing. | 

The last three minutes of the race pro- 


ing fights ever seen on this famous track. 
Alfa-Romeo II. (Nuvolari) and Alfa- 
Romeo VIII, (Chinetti) raced constantly 
almost side by side. They took risks which 
would have spélt instant disaster if the 
slightest hitch had occurred. 


THRILLING DUEL. 


First one and then the other took the 
lead, always in the space of a few hundred 
yards, and, at the finish, Nuvolari won by 
a bare two hundred metres. The two 
machines were driven by their owners. At 
the beginning of the last hour only twenty 
seconds separated the two cars, and, when 
at 3.15 Nuvolari, who had led from the 
start, had to stop at the pits owing to a 
leak in the petrol tank, excitement was 
intense. He was soon away, however, and 
quickly caught up his rival, who had gained 
a lead of ten seconds. 

Prince Nicholas of Rumania, who was 
driving a big 6,882 c.c. Duesenberg car, 
was disqualified for stopping to refuel a 
second time on the 22nd lap, instead of 
the 24th. The disqualification was inevit- 
able, and in strict accordance with the 
rules, but it was distinctly unpopular with 
the spectators, who gave him a prolonged 
ovation. The Prince accepted his disqual- 
fication in good sporting spirit. He had 
covered 715.076 kilometres. It was general 
track-side opinion that the stewards should 
have contented themselves with fining 
the Prince for his mistake. 

At seven o'clock this morning an Alfa- 
Romeo which the Frenchwoman, Madame 
Siko, was driving overturned | between 
Mulsanne and Aranage, and burst into 
flames. Madame Siko quickly extricated 
herself from the blazing car, which burnt 
itself right out. Her legs were badly 
burned, ‘but the injuries were not serious 
and gave rise to no anxiety. She had a 
lucky escape.

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MORALLY INDEFENSIBLE 
SAYS BISHOP. 


NGLICAN and Free Churches, at a 
meeting in Birmingham last night, 


protested against the reservation by the 
British Cabinet of the right of bombing 
from the air in certain circumstances. 

Dr. Barnes, Bishop of Birmingham, who 
was the principal speaker said: “It is a 
bad Englishman who says ‘I support my 
Government, right or wrong.’ With the 
single exception of Great Britain, the re- 

resentatives at Geneva of all the Great 

owers have agreed to forego the prac- 
tice of bombing from the air. Our tepre- 
sentatives alone stand apart. 

“We grant that when Pathans, border- 
ing on Afghanistan, come from their 
mountain fastnesses for loot, they even 
murder those whose property they steal. 
Against such’marauders the use of bomb- 
ing aeroplanes is, without doubt, far less 
costly and much more efficient than the 
old plan of sénding out an expeditionary 
force. Such aeroplanes are meant to 
bomb the villages of the raiders. It is 
true that they kill such raiders as happen 
to be at home, but they equally kill or 
maim practically all the women and the 
children in the houses which are de- 
stroyed. 


WOMEN AND CHILDREN, 


“No one imagines that when a Pathan 
village is about to be bombed notice is 
given in order that the women and chil- 
dren may escape. Aerial bombing, to be 
effective, means that, to punish the 
raiders, their women, children and homes 
are overwhelmed in a common destruction. 

“ Warfare of that type may be relatively 
cheap. It may be efficient, but it is 
morally indefensible. Further I assert 
that to permit such metheds to be used for 
police purposes in outlying regions is 
dangerous to the morale of the world. 
Such permission gives official sanction to 
methods of warfare which, though extra- 
ordinarily effective, cannot be justified. 

““ Tt further creates a loophole of which 
so-called civilised nations under stress of 
war will only too certainly avail them- 
selves, i 


SOUTHERN IRELAND. 


“ We are At war, let us assume, with 
some Continental Power, and from 
harbours in Southern Ireland we sent out 
submarines to protect our ships. Is not 
Southern Ireland an outlying region of 
Europe? Are not submarines raiders 
which it is the police duty to destroy? 
The arguments are bad, but bombing 
aeroplanes ravage the port: of Southern 
Ireland. Reprisals follow at once. 

“Would: it be many weeks before 
London and Birmingham learned how 
cheap and efficient is aerial bombing? 
Our civilisation will not be destroyed from 
without by raiders on. the borders of 
Afghanistan or elsewhere. It will be 
destroyed from within by the rivalries, 
fears, jealousies and pride of the nations 
which have made it. 

“ Our one chance is to maintain certain 
moral standards, Such standards should 
lead us to pledge ourselves not to use

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methods of wholesale destruction. Also 
they should make us keep our pledges. 

“ The issue can be put quite simply. 
Civilisation rests on moral bases. Destroy 
such bases and if is doomed.”’

system ; and those, after all, are problems 
which have been defined and scrutinised 
on many occasions since it first became 
clear that unemployment insurahce, as 
conceived in the parent Act of 1920, would 
not meet the requirements of continued 
and concentrated industrial depression. 

No doubt, some further changes in these 
matters will have to be made because, 
though contributions have been increased, 
the deficiency payment which the Ex- 


considerable. But the major problems are 
raised by the question—what is to be 
done with the uninsured unemployed? 
I¢ is, in the first place, quite 
unfair, as the Minister hinted on Wednes- 
day, to treat the unemployed belonging to 
uninsured industries differently from those 
who have fallen out of insurance. In the 
second place, the local administration of 
relief appears to be essential, if administra- 
tion is to be armed with local knowledge, 
but some sympathy must de felt for the 
Minister’s statement that a permanent 
system can hardly provide that the tax- 
payer should find all the money and the 
representatives of the ratepayers spend it 
at their discretion. 

The Government has carried this problem 
a step farther by foreshadowing a bill to 
place upon the central authority responsi- 
bility for all the able-bodied unemployed, 
but its attempt to secure a contribution 
from the rates in more prosperous areas 
has broken down, and it has become in- 
creasingly clear that those who will have 
to pay the piper more exclusively will in- 
evitably claim more voice in calling the 
tune.

DERRY, Midnight. 
ENERAL BALBO, the Italian Air 


Minister, has, it was learned in 
Derry to-night, decided that the Italian 
aircraft squadron shall start on its flight 
this morning. 

The weather is reported to have im- 
proved considerably along the route to be 
traversed by the squadron, and General 
Balbo is anxious that the start shall be 
made, as he considers that the flight has 
already been too long delayed. 

The weather advisers- have been asked 
to send in hourly reports to the Italian 
Air Ministry, so that no time may be lost, 
and Derry has been advised to be ready 
to receive the visitors, and to have the 
re-fuelling machinery and equipment 
working without a hitch, 

Weather of unexpected and exceptional 
severity till. now had. delaved the start 
of the squadron of the Regia Aeron-utica 
on its flight from Orbetello to Derry, and 
thence to Chicago. 

Professor Eridia, in showing me the 
weather charts to-day, said that a 
cyclone had moved rapidly from the region 
of Spitzbergen during the past few days. 
He saw a slight improvement in the 
weather this afternoon, and thought that 
it probably would clear rapidly. 

The squadron will leave for Amsterdam 
and Derry, and it is now state. that 
delays at these two bases will be reduced 
to a minimum. One radio fmessage this 
afternoon from the pilots waiting at 
Orbetello said :— We are placed, and 
calmly await the start of the flig_t.”’ 


SIGNOR MUSSOLIN?IS 
INTEREST, 


I learned to-day that Signor Mussolini 
planned to have the flight made as soon 
as he had received reports on the Italian 
South Atlantié flight, in 1950. A school 
was established at Orbetello, and when 
a request was made for pilots to join the 
school, no fewer than 1,400 applied. The 
papils, and subsequently the officers, who 
are taking part in the trans-Atlantic 
flight were selected by ballot, and have 
received special training in aerial naviga- 
tion and languages. 

The flying-boats are of the twin-hulled 
type—a special feature of aircraft built by 
the Savoia Marchetti Company. Their 
engines, which were originally stated to be 
of 1,600 horse-power, are of only 750 horse- 
power, and are fitted in tandem, on 4op 
of the single wing of the machine. These 
engines, it is stated, will run for 500 
hours without overhaul—an unusual per- 
formance, as overhauls have to be made on 
all other aero engines when they have 
run between 150 and 400 hours. The Isotta 
Fraschini engines, which are being used, 
were, of course, built in Italy, all the 
other equipment, including the radio 
installation and navigating instruments, 
were made in factories of the Government 
of Italy. Even the lubricating oil—of 
which 450 pounds will be carried by each 
aircraft, in addition to nearly five tons 
of petrol—was.produced in Italy. The 
flight of the squadron will, therefore, serve 
as a great advertisement for Italian pro- 
ducts in America, where it is expected that 
large orders for Isotta Fraschini engines 


will be booked. 
MORAL EFFECT. 


I was also informed that, in Signor 
Mussolini’s opinion, it is necessary to 
execute all manceuvres en. masse in order 
that they should have some moral effect. 
For this reason, all tactical exercises of 
the Regia Aeronatica are carried out by 
squadrons of not less than twenty-five or 
thirty machines. He is also anxious to 
demonstrate to the world that Italy has an 
efficient air corps of highly-trained pilots, 
each of whom is trained so that he may 
be able to fly all types of aircraft, from a 
high-speed fighter to heavy bombing 
machines. 

Information has also been received here 
as to. how communication will be main- 
tained with the squadron while in flight. 
All messages will be transmitted from the 
leading machine carrying General Balbo, 
which has the call-sign “1 Balb,” and 
will be able to inter-communicate with 
twenty-three flying-boats.

The truth was that the European War had

rationalisation proposals effective must ‘be 
international in character, and based on some 
system of apportionment or allotment of 


shipping as between the nations, such as 
(a) each nation’s contribution to the exports 
or imports (or both) in international world 


trade, or (b) each nation’s present holding 
in the shipping ‘available for the international 
trade of the world, hae 

Having noted these requirements, the 
Association came unanimously to the con- 
clusion that there are no advantages to be 
obtained under the proposals sufficient to 
warrant British shipowners becoming parties 
to either of the above-mentioned bases, or any 
other basis, for the restriction of their 
present and future participation in the ocean 
carrying trade of the world. : 

The Association gives the following reasons 
in support of the stand it takes on this 
question :— 
Under neither basis couid the international 
trade of the world be assured of the carrying 
power it needs. 

No quotas based on trade or tonnage, or 
any other basis that can be thought of, could 
any other basis that can be thought of, 
nation, at all times, the best of the particular 
class of carrying power needed to meet their 
constantly varying requirements—e.g., for 
bulk and parcels cargoes, rough goods and 
fine s, refrigerated cargo,’ bulk oil, and 
all the other commodities that go to make 
up the trade of the world. ee 

No system could ever assist in the 
restoration of world trade. On the contrary, 
it would create a new trade barrier, 

The adoption of either basis, or of any 
basis other than that of economic efficiency,

A CHIEF CONSTABLE’S 
SUGGESTIONS. 


The Chief Constable of Wolverhampton 
(Mr. Edwin Tilley) has issued the following 
statement. to the Press — aS 
It would be interesting to learn the opimon 
of holders of motor drivers’ licences on a 
suggestion I have recently made—that sucn 
licences should be issued or renewed from a 
certain definite date, instead of dating from 
the day they are issued. If such hcences 
were issued on Ist January and expired auto- 
matically on 3ist December I am sure many 
cases of forgetfulness to renew, which come 
before the police courts to-day, would not 


occur, 
Usually the first thing the holder of a 
dog licence does on 1st January is to renew 
it, and holders of motor drivers’ licences 
would soon fall into the way of renewing 
their driving licences with the dog licence. 
Furthermore, it would save administrative 
expenses, much waste of time on the part of 
the police in making the necessary inquiries, 
and would save many law-abiding citizens 
from having to appear in the police court. 
It might be pointed out that there would 
be a hardship jn the case of a man who takes 
out a driving lieence, say, in November of 
one and has to renew it on Ist January, 
so that he pays 5s. for only a couple of 
months, but the same circumstances apply to. 
dog licences. It would right itself in due 
course. : 
Another point I put forward is that there 
does not seem to be any reason why driving 
licences should not be issued for longer 
periods than one year—say, four, eight or 
twelve years. The revenue of the country 
would gain, whereas now, in the course of ten 
ears, a motorist who does not renew his 
icence regularly on the date of expiry often 
gets a lengthy period of driving without 
paying for it. There are many motorists, I 
am sure, who would pay £1 and take out a 
four years’ licence, and date it from Ist 
January. If the objections to the above pro- 
osals are too great, could not the licences 
be issued to date quarterly in the same 
manner as the revenue licences? The holder 
would then know that he had to renew his 
driving licence on one of the quarter days. 
Furthermore, if ae driving licence were in 
force, and issued on any of the quarterly 
periods, the fact would be noted on the 
revenue licence, made public, and thus could 
be -exatained’ ab any time, without incon- 
venience to motor drivers or the police. 
I put forward these suggestions because 
many motorists to whom I have spoken have 
welcomed the idea. |

Our luggage, 
ior which we receive a counterfoil, is looked 
after for us from the moment it is weighed 
until we arrive at our destination, and we 
travel carefree of the worry of what often 
turns out to be a troublesome encumbrance. 

Before | have spread my papers on my 
ample table the air express claps spurs to 
its side, so to speak, and with a majestic 
dignity it taxies off, and almost immediately 
with no unpleasant sensation of speed we 
find ourselves climbing gently into the air 
while the aerodrome and huge hangars sink 
beneath us. Though I have on several occa- 
sions flown the Channel, the quietness and 
the smoothness of the giant liners come each 
time as a fresh revelation. 


SPEEDING ON VELVET AIR. 


Flying about 5,000 feet high, we come to 
the sea between Hastings and Bexhill, reach- 
ing the French side at Le Tréport and not 
Le Touquet, as I have hitherto done. The 
Channel is in turns a sheet of quicksilver 
and a great sapphire, satin cushion encrusted 
with diamonds. The sky is an azure canopy 
and soon the water becomes a bended 
mosaic of gentian, turquoise and tourmaline 
indicolite. . 

There is little shipping to be seen on this — 
route, and we are left unchallenged monarchs 
of a blue infinitude. It is magic—white 
magic—the very soul of the poetry of motion 
— fo be skimming up there on velvet air 
speeding so easily and lightly to foreign 
lands. I feel a glad exhilaration and warm 
rush of gratitude that I have lived in this 
wonderful age of sky travel. I am no 
engineer, and to see the great wings cleaving 
the heavens is to me nothing short of a 
miracle which can never become ordinary 
and commonplace. ' 

_ Now we see France, La belle France, 
indeed, this smiling morning, with its sands 
“glistening like gold.” A white battalion 
oí tufted clouds sail serenely out to greet us. 

Casinos, hotels and golf courses catch the 
eye as the aeroplane heads south on the 
remaining one hundred miles to Paris. Past 
the mud-banks of the Somme, past the 
historic forest of Crecy, we go and quickly 
overtop the railway junction at Abbeville. 
Soon the advance guard of Paris, the red- 
roofed suburbs, come out to meet us, and 
the Eiffel Tower points its great finger at 
us as we bend down to the large hangars 
oi Le Bourget. 


“BANG GOES SAXPENCE.,” 


Here the real adventure of my flight be- 
ins. I leave the good ship Hengist with a 
eeling of regret, mixed with a pleasant 
thrill of anticipation for the new and 
greater enterprise in front of me. 

I enter the restaurant of Le Bourget to 
.buy some fruit. My marketing is not ex- 
tensive, for my Scottish sense of thrift 1s 
outfaged when ‘‘ bang goes a saxpence ” for 
a small orange. I am disappointed in our 
old ally; and trading megotiations are 
abruptly terminated. i 

The aeroplane into which I now step is an 
entirel diffe 
cross-Channel giant. It belongs to the 
“* Atalanta ” class, which is being used this 
summer on the Paris-Basle-Ziirich route. be- 
fore going on tropical service in Africa, 
India, or somewhere else “ East of Suez.” 
Instead of the blue and cream upholstery 
of the Hengist, here are cool wicker chairs 
which can, by a simple contrivance, be ad- 
justed to fit one’s somnolence or alertness, 
as the case may be. 

The “H” class has accommodation for 
58 voyagers; the ‘Atalanta’ takes nine souls 
only, for its primary function is to carry 
mails, but it has also been designed for the 
comfort and security of passengers. Like a 
featherweight it mounts, sp ng its wings 
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and now we are above

oles secre, ice ls’ towns with roads like 
bits of string linking them er... 
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if we were on a golf course with snow- 
ccvered hummocks and winding alleys, with 
here and -there the dark earth showing 
through like a sable bunker.

More 
potent beverages may also be had along with 
a substantial meal if the inner man has not 
been fortified on the cross-Channel ‘plane, 
where one can breakfast, lunch or dine as in 
a first-class hotel. We wait, if my memoyr 
serves me correctly, about three-quarters of 
an hour at Basle, then mount again our 
aerial Pegasus. 

Over happy-looking villages: fringing the 
Rhine we fly. ere is a delicate and almost 
impalpable breeze, and the sweet-scented air 
seems vibrant and living. There are: a 
thousand fragrant exhalations and a potent 
fresh odour of green things. Everywhere the 
witch Spring has flung out her rich tapestries. 
The fertile domains seem limitless. Trees 
foam into a milliard specks and flecks of 
colour. Quivering lights come and go on the 
river, and the secret hiding places of Beauty 
are revealed. On we go—past pretty little 
Brugg on the Aare, with its islets round 
her, lke a swan with its cygnets, near where 
is the Castle of Hapsburg, the ancestral resi- 
dence of the late Austrian Royal Family. 

As we head up the Valley of the Rhine with 
the mountains of Germany on one hand, the 
Juras loom up on the other. The Bernese 
Alps and the Engadine can be glimpsed on 
the right with their amber streams and their 
swift-running, blanched waterfalls.

I am 
escorted by genial and polite officials to the 
waiting ‘bus, which runs us into Zirich, with 
its blue and white tramears, and its policemen 
directing the traffic in blue and white 
enclosures to match. | 

Some people there are who assert that air 
travel is monotonous, For the seeing eve 
this is not so, for there is an everlasting 
variousness in light, in clond, and in shade. 

On my return journey when I bunched at 
Zurich, had tea at Le Bourget, dined in the 
air liner crossing the Channel in a terrific 
thunderstorm (but outside the danger zone), 
and arrived in London with an ample margin 
of time to catch the Scottish express, my 
experiences were totally dissimilar to the out- 
ward bound trip, but equally delightful.

_ The Selectors’ task was one of nnusual difficulty, 
in that an international match in open water so 
earlyein the season greatly restricted the field of 
choice, training necessarily having to be done in 
indoor baths, where the conditions, especially in 
Ireland, differ widely from an outdoor area in 
size and depth.
